IS NEMESIS TO BLAME? 

Many scientists have since 
long been trying to find out why 
tha numerous pangolins, found 
on our planet at one time, be- 
come extinct so suddenly. 
There are many hypotheses on 
that score. Several astronomers 
voiced the supposition that a 
certain "lethal" star was to 
blame for the disappearance ol 
pbehlsLoric animals. It (the star 
was called Nemesis] appears 
comparatively not Tar rrom the 
Sun once in 26 million years and 
causes vibralions In the "comet 
cloud". As a result of gravita- 
tion quite a lew comets change 
their trajectories and "burst 
into" the near-Earth space. This 
version, as the authors of the 
hypothesis declared, Is confirmed 
by the fossils discovered In an- 
cient craters. Such a "bombard- 
ment" by cornels caused, it is 
believed, a great contamination 
of the almospliere. As a result 
of this, solar radiation which 
reached the Earth's surface 
sharply reduced and a cold spell 
set in. This Is what brought 
about the death of pangolins. ’

LASER 

AT FILM STUDIOS 

A video tape recorder coup- 
led with a laser can help redu- 
ce the amount of film used at 
filming sites. 

This complex designed by ci- 
nema engineers in Leningrad 
has for the first lima allowed to 
transfer the Image from magne- 
tic tapes onto a standard film. 

Hundreds of metres oL film 
are wasted on rejacLed scenes. 
Thanks to the video tape recor- 
der, whose film can be repea- 
tedly used, it would be possible 
to avoid thesa losses. However, 
the recording Instruments have 
never been used In filming be- 
fore, since the cinema technolo- 
gies are useless In operation 
with a magnetic tape. The new 
system successfully solves this 
problem. In a special converter, 
the electric signal from the vi- 
deo system is changed Into' a ■ 
visible light signal, which, after 
being let through an optical 
system, is projected onto the 
cinema film. The shots obtained 


In this way meet most exact- 
ing standards. 

An experimental industrial 
Installation of this lype, tho fuel 
In this country, is being already 
developed and tested. 

OIL FROM A VOLCANO? 

The eruption of the Kliamam- 
dag mud volcano on Lhe shores 
of the Caspian Sea, south of 
Baku, capital of Soviet Azer- 
baijan, has helped geologists in 
deciding where to lonfc for oil. 
This reittarkabiy quiet volcano 
showed no signs of life for 
nearly forty years. And now It 
has produced Hows of 
40,000 cu m of rock saturated 
with oil. 

According to geologists, who 
have examined the crater, gases 
and mud with a thin layer 
of oil wera released. Pro- 
specting for oil there Is ex- 
pected to bring good results. In 
Azerbaijan where a third of all 
mud volcanoes recorded in the 
world are concentrated, the 
hypothesis of Academician 
I. Gubkin that these volcanoes 
and oil go together has been 
repeatedly confirmed.

A cnnipk-x of closed-cycle 
water supply has been built al 
lhe Tsenlfollt plant in Oikiw. 
The entci prise takes ten times 
less water fio»i tin. nearby lake 
and does nol discharge any 
used water at all. 

The installation is part of a 
comprehensive programme of 
environmental protect ion devel- 
oped In the Odessa Region for 
lhe 1981-85 period, providing 
for measures to protect natural 
water reservoirs against pollu- 
tion and depiction. 

All the enterprises or tha Uk- 
rainian black-soil area are 
switching over to the new tech- 
nology far which hundreds of 
environmental protection com- 
plexes have been reequipped 
with resulting reduced water 
consumption (by 15 million cu- 
bic metres, a year]. This Is 
enough far a year-long supply 
of water for a city of one mil- 
lion people. 20 million roubles 
was spent last year for the pur- 
pose by the state.

Alter 
the exhibition the harvester was 
sold to the Soviet partners, and 
it was tested in Ihe field jn the 
Soviet Union. We now hope lo 
sign a contract over tha sales of 
this machine.

French firm Vestra S. A. re- 
cently arranged ■ meeting with 
Soviet specialists and showed 
its products— various clothes 

styles— st the Moscow office of 
Hie French-Soviet chamber of 
, commerce. 

Our cooperation wllh the 
USSR started two decades ago 
when wa sold It, via V/O Raz- 
noezport, a batch of raincoats. 
Vestra director Roger Sabouieau 
told tn MNI correspondent Our 
further cooperation developed 
fairly rapidly. We came into 
contact with V/O Vneshposyl- 
torg end the light industry. 

In 1981 Vestra sold the USSR 
licences for manufacture of 
men’s suits, which are now pro- 
duced by the Moscow Bolshe- 
vlcbka garments factory. In 1962 
we sold the USSR a second li- 
cence used now by the Klara 
Zetkln garment association to 
make coats. Our specialists are 
frequent visitors to the Soviet 
Union introducing tbeir Soviet 
colleagues to novel French 
foshlpns. We exchange technical 
Information and firm representa- 
tives also help in tha Irainlag of 
Soviet personnel.

“billon in Russia, said Georg 
I.elis, a trade coimspllur al the 
Greek Embassy in Vienna who 
■nil! recently was a conunci- 
clal couniehor at the Greek 
Embassy in the Soviet Union. 
I mat him during the Days of 
Athens In lha Soviet Union. 

Over the past few yeaiH, he 
noted, Ihe volume of trade be- 
tween the two countiles hos 
noticeably increased. I« 1981 it 
itood at nearly 6-10 million 
roublei, out ol which tha So- 
viet expoils to Greece stood at 
nearly 500 million anil the 
Greek ex port i to your country 
at 150 million. It should be 
noted that there has been a 
considerable expansion In the 
range of Grcrk gnnds exported 
lo Ihe Soviet Union. Apart 
from the traditional oranges, 
olives, lemons, and various jul* 
c*i. Greece is also selling tin- 
ned fruit, clothe*, footwear, fur- 
nil ure, woolen carpel*, and me- 
tal pipes.
